scent 
A good dog will always wind them 


at a sate distance 
I hate oftsn been 


ashamed of myself for listening to some of 
the tales told about this noble animal by 
such disciples as would beat out a build- 
ing lot on Broad street in starch of ruffed 
grouse 


Returning to the subject, we started 


across an open field; the frost lay on the 
grass and bushes like one huge net 
We 


bad not advanced far over the hill before 
all dogs stood 
firm 
We rushed up more 


like a lot of Indians stampeding a herd 
of buffalo than sportsmen. 
Dp went the 


covey, bang' bung! Missed clean, by jove' 
But the second shot falls one and lie lies 
short of the fallen timber. 
Loading our 


pieces we were soon after them, for an old 
bird shooter detests burning daylight 
We were steaming with excitement and 
breaking into the cover, the cobwebs and 
frost damming up our eyes and little twigs 
getting down our backs and occasionally 


toe catches under a hiddeu root and 


we are enticed to embrace mother earth 
My dear readers, did you ever pray back 
ward' But it was here we did some fine 
work ana when time came for snack we 
had eighty-seven head to our credit 


After laying by for more than an hour 


we started out 
The birds were calling 


together and we had no trouble in locat- 
ing them. The afternoon was spent with 
the same murderous effect 
We don't 


wish to be classed as game hogs, but 
when we turned our faces homeward we 
had more than a gross. 


As I sat by the open fire-place that 


night I thought how different was the 
case in the days of our fathers, and even 


ithin the memory of my own

then 
would have

hundreds of miles from home to kill 
birds? But the passion for field sports is 
largely on the increase and to be in ad- 
vance of the market shooter you must go 
farther and spend more time to find 
choice grounds.

birds.
